There has been t brisk discussion in 
le London newspupers about the female 
lerkahipsin the Post Office savings 
Ninka, it being said, on the one hand, 
that they should be open to general 
ompetition, and OB the other that the 
•resent restrictions, which practically 
xclude all but "gentlewomen" in reduc- 
d circumstances, are just and proper, 
s otherwise the daughters of gentlemen 
might be compelled to associate with 
lersons of the "shop-girl" class. Emily 
faithful sends the Times the following 
etteron the (subject: "But while I 
oncur Jin the opinion that 'gentle- 
women' should be given the opportunity 
of working for themselves in the posi- 
ion in which they have been placed by 
i'rovidence,' I do not think that we 
should regard 'useful, lucrative, and com- 
brtable posts, as beneath the accept- 
ance of any lady compelled to earn her 
own livelihood. Idle independence on 
.he charity of others seems to me the 
only discreditable position for a cultured 
ady, I remember the time when any 
gentleman' in any way connected with 
business' were regarded as outside that 
charmed circle for which people who 
talk about 'social status' will sacrifice 
so much. 
But >ho would be silly 


enough to do so now ? No one who had 
any practical knowledge of the lives and 
pursuits of the 'upper ten thousand.' I 
hope yat to see the day when the lady 
who maintains herself will be received 
and accepted for what she is, not for 
what she does. Anyhow, the difficulties 
encountered by ladies, who, if they have 
still 'to weep,' have also now 'to work,' 
are so great that for every vacant post 
there are scores of applicants. A short 
time since a lady was required to under- 
take the Matronship of a sea-side con- 
valescent home. No less than 193 gen- 
tlewomen applied for it—many of them 
to my knowledge, women of culture and 
family, whose relations are occupying 
good positions in the world. And yet 
the salary offered was only £50 a year, 
and the situation one from which your 
correspondent might consider 'their so- 
cial position virtually excluded them.' 
The greatest bugbear of the 'poor lady' 
obliged to work is this supposed loss 
of position and the contempt of the 
world, and until it is vanquished women 
will prefer—as J have known from per- 
sonal experience—starvation and charity 
to healthful and honorable work, and 
parents will shrink from preparing their 
daughters for the struggle of life in 
which they must now take their part."

clined ; but when he states a tact, not 
in opinion, he cannot be controverted. 
The history was published some thirty 
years ago, and has stood the severest 
test as to accuracy.
